Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Attorney Bauer pointed out that the limitations in the amendments to 
Claims 1 and 15 which are distinguishable over the prior art in Lebens are that the LEDs are within a narrow 
wavelength band, that the light is filterless (i.e. it doesn't need a filter to generate UV light), and that it has a 30 degree 
angle of illumination width. Attorney Bauer further stated that the instant invention involves, in at least one 
embodiment, detecting faults in air conditioning units and the lil^e, and that the Lebens reference does not involve such 
inspections explicitly. 
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
